OKLAUOLIA s Oklahoma farmers plan to increase the acreage of oats, barley, 
ecient flaxseed, sorghums and hay in 1950 according to the larch 
intentions report of the State-I'ederal Crop Reporting Service. Because of 
reductions in cotton and wheat due to the allotment program, the acreage of grains 
and feed orops will show relatively larger inercases compared with 1949 acreage 
while the intended acreage of corn, sweet potatoes, soybeans, cowpeas, is ahout 

the saine as in 1949. The corn acreage is indicated at 1,385,000 acres, 100 percent 
of 1949; oets indicated at 1,345,000 acres, 140 percent; barley at 227,000 acres, 
elO percent; all sorghums at 1,551,000 acres, 113 percent; hay for harvest 1,382,000 
acres, 105 percente The acreage of peanuts grown alone for all purposes is in- 
dicated at 176,000 acres, 100 percent of 1949. 


UNITED STATES : The corn acreage indicated at 82,765,000 acres is 94 percent 
pave of 1949. The oat acreage at 47,964,000 acres is 108 percent 

of 1949. The indicated acreage of all sorghums is 14,568,000 acres compared with 
11,754,000 acres in 1949. The acreage of all spring wheat is 19,727,000 a 
decrease of 13 percent.
